Heretofore the retailers have conten­ 
ded that they had the fright to remove 
tho ren o v a ted butter from the original 
package and to sell it in the same un­ 
restricted manner as fresh butter may 
be sold, and convictions were very 
nearly impossible on account of for 
raerf a m b ig u ity . 
According to the rul 
ing that has just been received, how­ 
ever, the renovated butter may be sold 
only from the original package, which] 
bears a 
government stamp, setting 
forth the fact that the butter is of the 
renovated variety. 
When 
renovated 
butter is seisved on account of violation 
of the law it w ill be sold by the in ­ 
ternal revenue officer. 
It is asfe to as­ 
sume that it w ill be kept in cold stor­ 
age, however, rather than at the office 
of the internal revenue as the least 
w a rm th makes it “ runny” and rancid.

In onr news column the inform a­ 
tion is given that a m arriage refoim 
b ill is to b e introduced in the legisla­ 
ture. 
The sub ject of restrictiug un ­ 
desirab le 
m arriages 
is receiving a 
great deal of attention b y ob serving 
and thoughtful persons, and pub lic 
opinion, which was thought not to he 
ripe for radical reform in this direc­ 
tion, is b eing educated to see that it 
is necessary to take some action. 
Ex 
Governor 
Durb in, in 
his message, 
touches upon this sub ject and suggest* 
“ the advisab ility of requiring on the 
fa rt of those applying for licenses to 
toarry, m edical evidence that the con­ 
traction of m arriage will not threaten 
society b y the perpetuation of mental 
or physical degeneracy.” 
Dr. S. E. Sm ith, of the Richmond 
Insane Asylum, in his b iennial report 
last Novemb er, says: “ In the study of 
the histories of the adm itted cases 
during the two years past, the element 
of heredity has b een b rought to the 
staff w ith unusual and startling fre­ 
quency. 
Were the evil confined to 
the unlettered,'there m ight he wider 
dissem ination 
of 
knowledge 
upon 
the sub ject of the preservation of the 
species, such as is already a fam iliar 
guide to the average live stock grower, 
b ut unfortunately the well informed 
are equally culpab le and evince such 
total indifference *to consanguineous 
and neurotic m arriages, which result 
In so much degeneracy, that it is cer­ 
tain the individual cannot b e trusted 
w ith the prob lem, and that higher a u­ 
thority m ust b e invoked to work it 
out, laying down and enforcing some 
positive rules for the protection of 
society. ” 
The question may b e b eset witli some 
difficulties, j-et it has a pracical aspect. 
In logic and in ethics if the State 
has a right to punisii crim inals it has 
a right to adopt measures to prevent 
their reproduction, and if it assumes 
the expense of caring for paupers, de­ 
pendents and imb eciles, it may prohib ­ 
it them from m arrying. 
It regulates 
m arriage in other respects, requiring 
license, etc., and why not in this?

place restrictions onjm arriages for the 
welfare of tuture citizens. 
A b irth 
forb idden b y law should b e construed 
as a crim inal offense, and the parents 
should he punished b y fine and im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
Connecticut has a law in successful 
.operation which forb ids 
the in te r­ 
m arriage of paupers, epileptics and 
imb eciles. 
The sub ject of restricting) 
m arriage has b een considered b y the 
legislatures of several States, and since 
our State institutions which care for 
these classes, are all “over-crowded, 
it is well for the legislature of Indiana 
to give this sub ject thoughtful consid­ 
eration.

As far as the 
J city officials are concerned b ut few 
S have attempted to wade further into 
the mazes of the measures than the 
provision that there shall b e an elec­ 
tion the first 'luesday after the first 
Monday of Novemb er, 1905, and on 
the s?me date every four years there­ 
after.

The po licemen and

laney street statio n was finally called 
o ut and po licemen were statio ned at 
interv als o f fiv e o r six feet fo r two 
blo cks o n either side o f the bank. 
The cause o f the run was as ex tra­ 
o rdinary as the frenzied ch aracter o f 
the fun Itself. 
Tuesday there was a 
rush o f depo sito rs to get th eir mo ney 
Into the bank in tim e to begin to draw 
Interest at o nce, and the lo ng line o f 
w aiting depo sito rs co nv inced the ex­ 
citable H ebrew s th at so m ething w*as 
wro ng with tbe institutio n. 
Fiv e hun­ 
dred perso ns waited in fro nt o f the 
building all Tuesday night, and their 
num ber quickly swelled to 5,000 when 
the bank o pened yesterday 
tho ugh 
no t all o f th at num ber were depo sito rs 
The bank, which has depo sits o f 
$ 10,500,000 and a cash reserv e o f $ 4,- 
000,000, and which, C ashier A. I. Vo o r- 
his said, earned 244 p er-cen t pro fits 
last year, sent do w*n stree t fo r mo ney 
and $ 250,000 was bro ught by the wag 
o n lo ad, largely in specie. At the sight 
o f mo ney tho se w aiting becam e o nly 
m o re im patient to get It. 
The bank 
o fficials paid depo sito rs o ff as fast as 
the o peratio n co uld be co nducted. 
In 
all the bank paid o ut $ 55,000 and re­ 
ceiv ed in depo sits $ 440,000. 
R em arkable 
scenes 
attended 
the 
paying-o ff wiqdo w in the bank. 
The 
o fficers paid o ff in tw o -thirds specie 
and o ne-third bills, and so me o f the 
depo sito rs were ,afrly o v erw helm ed 
by the am o unt o f currency th rust upo n 
them when they passed in th eir bo o ks. 
Im m ediately upo n getting their mo ney 
into th eir hands and beco m ing co n­ 
v inced that the bank was able to pay 
them , the frantic H ebrew s becam e 
equally anxio us to get th eir mo ney 
into the hank again, and sev eral o f 
them created scenes when the o fficers 
refused to accept it. 
The depo sito rs 
w ere paid In specie to prev ent a re­ 
depo sit. as this was the sixth run the 
bank has experienced fro m equally 
triv ial causes. 
One o f the aged depo sito rs receiv ed 
sixty po unds o f silv er and staggered 
under the lo ad when he carried it 
aw ay
